TEXT. 

Changes  in  Staff. — In  February,  1943,  Dr.  G.  Wynne-Griffith  relinquished 
his  appointment  on  being  called  up  for  service  with  the  Armed  Forces.  The 
vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Parkinson, 
who  commenced  duty  on  June  1st. 

In  August,  1943,  Dr.  Catherine  Harries  relinquished  her  appointment 
and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  B.  Joan  McConnell,  who  commenced  duty  on 
the  14th  September,  1943. 

Administration. — In  spite  of  a partial  dislocation  of  the  Services,  con- 
sequent upon  changes  of  staff  mentioned  above,  it  was  found  possible  to 
carry  out  Routine  Medical  Inspection  at  practically  all  the  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  County.  3651  children  were  examined,  most  of  these  being 
in  the  Entrant  and  Third  Age  Group  as  requested  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  addition  it  was  found  possible  to  recommence  the  Routine  Medical 
Inspections  in  the  Secondary  Schools,  where  321  children  were  examined — 
all  with  the  exception  of  11  being  in  the  Entrant . Group. 

Further,  6359  “ Special  ” examinations  were  made,  at  School  or  Clinic, 
of  children  attending  Elementary  Schools,  and  5427  Re-inspections.  13 
“ Special  ” examinations  were  made  of  children  attending  Secondary  Schools. 

The  total  number  of  Routine  and  Special  Examinations  and  Re-inspec- 
tions  by  Medical  Officers  in  Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools  during  the 
year  was  therefore  15,771. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspection. — Statistics  showing  the  results  of  Medical 
Inspection  are  appended,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  separate  figures  for 
evacuees  are  not  given  as  in  previous  years,  owing  to  the  fact  that  their 
numbers  are  now  small. 

Minor  Defects. — Scabies  and  Impetigo  account  for  59  % of  skin  diseases 
found  at  special  examinations  and  although  these  defects  are  easily  remedied 
by  treatment,  combined  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the  parent,  they  are 
responsible  for  much  “ absenteeism.”  All  cases  of  Scabies  are  notified  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  and  if  insti- 
tutional treatment  is  considered  necessary,  a note  to  that  effect  is  added. 
Such  cases  are  sent  either  to  the  sick  bay  at  Coleg  Clwyd,  Rhyl,  which  is 
administered  by  the  Rhyl  Urban  District  Council,  or  to  the  sick  bay  at  the 
Old  Rectory,  Hawarden,  administered  by  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  Council. 
At  both  these  sick  bays  much  good  work  has  been  done. 

Nutrition. — From  Table  3 it  will  be  seen  that  the  nutritional  state  of 
the  children  in  the  Elementary  Schools  is  being  well  maintained,  and  a 
comparison  with  the  findings  of  the  previous  years  as  shown  in  the  following 
table  is  of  interest :

Nose  and  Throat  Ailments. — Comparison  with  1942  shows  that  the  num- 
ber of  children  who  received  operative  treatment  for  these  conditions  “ under 
the  Authority’s  Scheme  ” has  increased  by  82  %,  while  the  number  of  chil- 
dren treated  by  Hospital  or  Private  Practitioners  has  decreased  by  63  %. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new  agreement  with  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary  and  other  Hospitals  has  been  in  operation  throughout  the  year. 

Dental. — Nearly  1,000  more  children  were  examined,  and  nearly  500  more 
treated,  than  in  1942.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Authority  has  seen 
fit  to  agree  to  one  of  the  recommendations  made  in  my  previous  report — 
namely  the  appointment  of  additional  dental  surgeons.  Although  it  was 
not  possible  for  this  to  be  done  in  1943  an  additional  dental  surgeon  has 
now  been  authorised. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Authority  will  also  see  fit  to  adopt  the  other  recom- 
mendation made  at  the  same  time — namely  the  appointment  of  a lay 
attendant  to  assist  each  dental  surgeon. 

Owing  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  evacuees  it  is  feared  that  Mr. 
Tyson,  the  dental  surgeon  seconded  from  the  Staff  of  the  Liverpool  Education 
Authority,  will  soon  be  recalled,  to  the  regret  of  all  with  whom  he  has 
worked  so  harmoniously  throughout  the  war  years. 

Tuberculosis. — T.here  is  no  evidence  of  any  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis  among  children  of  school  age.  It  is  hoped  that  now  the 
mobile  miniature  radiography  unit  is  operating  it  may  be  possible  to  X-ray 
large  numbers  of  school  children,  particularly  of  the  school  leaving  age, 
but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  disclose  any  marked  increased  incidence. 

School  Premises. — When  visiting  a School  for  Routine  Inspection,  the 
Medical  Officer  also  reports  on  the  sanitary  conditions  prevailing,  and  any 
defects  found  are  reported  to  the  Education  Authority. 

Attention  must  be  called  to  the  overcrowding  which  exists  in  many  of 
the  Schools  and  which  can  only  have  a detrimental  effect  upon  the  heath 
of  both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  Authority  has  already  prepared  plans  for  a large  post-war  con- 
struction scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  seen  fit  to  include  in  this 
Scheme,  or  to  provide  in  conjunction  with  the  other  North  Wales  Authorities, 
accommodation  for  the  educable  feeble-minded  child.  Accommodation  for 
this  type  of  case  must  be  of  the  Residential  Special  School  type,  as  it 
has  become  increasingly  difficult  to  find  vacancies  in  the  recognised  Special 
Schools  outside  the  County. 


At  the  same  time  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  question  of 
providing  residential  accommodation  for  children  who  are  suflEering  from 
physical  defects  which  prevent  their  {attending  the  ordinary  elementary 
schools. 

Immunisation. — The  work  of  immunising  school  children  against  diph- 
theria was  continued  throughout  the  year  and  good  progress  was  made, 
1,058  being  treated  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  June,  1943,  the  date  on  which  the  last  complete  computa- 
tion was  made,  it  was  ascertained  that  16,310  children  of  the  5 to  15  age 
group  had  been  so  treated,  out  of  a school  child  population  of  20,913. 

This  means  that  78  per  cent,  of  our  children  can  be  regarded  as  being 
then  protected — or,  alternatively,  22  per  cent,  unprotected — against  this 
dangerous  disease.
